Farnborough  continued  to  retain  its  high" place  as..; 
regards  its  salvage  returns,  with  a return  of  £3,002  for  the' 
year  ending  March  31st,  1945,  equivalent  to  £L62  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

During  the  year  we  undertook  refuse  collection  from 
56  Married  Quarters  in  Tower  Hill,  Cove,  the  Farnborough  Grange 
Hostels  and  14  nev/  houses  erected  by  the  M.A.P,  oh  the  , .

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAilCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

* Water, 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  vhole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company, 

Sources  of  Supply, 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pimping  Stations  at  Frimley, 
Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham*s  Heath, 

The  Frimley  water  is  drawn  frcmi  springs  in  the  Bagshot 
sands,  and  at  Itchel  and  Greywell  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

The  Company* s new  pumping  station  at  Beenham*s,  Heath,  near 
Wokingham,  has  been  in  full  operation  during  the  year  including 
softening  and  treatment  plant,  deriving  its  supply  from  deep 
wells  in  chalk.  The  addition  of  this  new  station  has  rendered 
more  secure  the  sufficiency  of  supply,  and  all  demands  have  been 
met  without  restriction. 
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Treatment « 

The  Primley  ivater  lias  a total  hardness  of  5o5  grains  per 
gallon^  and  Is  subjected  to  tre-it-jient  by  aeration,  in  subsiding 

basins,  sand  filtration  and  chicriiiatlon  before  being  puinped 
into  s'i;5)ply# 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenhaia*3  Heath  soxiroes  have  a 
total  hardness  of  19*5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these 
stations  softening  by  lime  process  is  carried  out,  in  addition 
to  filtration  and  chlorination,  in  order  to  reduce  the 
h€a*dness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon* 


Purity  of  Supply* 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment,  but  all  are  givon  a prooaut denary- dose  of 
chlorine,  during  the  nomal  process  of  ti^-jatmont,  in  , 
conformity  With  modern  waterworks  praotioo* 

Three  samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  examination*  All  were 
satisfactory* 

The  Company  submit  samples  of  their  water  from  all 
sources  of  supply  at  fortnightly  intervals  for  taoteriologlcal 
examination,  in  addition  tp  which  samples  from  ail  sources  for 
chemical  examination  are  submitted  three  times  X/sr  annxim*  The 
reports  on  these  samples  during  the  year  have. shewn  a 
consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water'  supplied  by  the  Cempany  ic  not  plumbo- solvent, 
but  lead  pipes  are  not  approved  for  service  corjeeatlons,  except 
for  the  short  connect loriS  to  lavatory  cisterns  and  baths*  In 
accordance  with  the  Comp an^r^^s  regulations i galvanised  iron  pipe 
is  required  for  all  connectichs  ficm  the  mains » Contamination 
from  lead  therefore  does  nv.z  arisen  In  the  event  of  bacterial 
contamination  the  chlorine  plsi-to  installed  at  sources  are  of  _ 
sufficient  capacity  to  give  scper-phlorlnatlon  immediately  if 
at  any  time  such  action  becomes  necossary* 

During  the  year  a complaint  was  received  regarding  the^ 
purity  of  the  water  from  a shallow  well  serving  two  cottages* 

The  water  from  the  .well  was  erhmitted  for  analysis  and  the^  . .. 

report  showed  it  to  be  pollTitod  and  unfit  for  human  consiMptlbn*’ 
The  well  was  closed  and  a supply  of  Company* s water  laid  on 
to  the  premises,  ....  • 
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Condltions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  is  constant* 

Outside  standpipes  are  mainly  used  for  such  purposes  as  gardens 
or  car  washing,  their  use  for  domestic  purposes  is  discouraged, 
and  only  in  exceptional  circumstances  allowed* 

There  may  be  a few  Isolated  cases  but  apart  from  tiiese 
all  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  a piped  main 
' ipr  supply. 


o Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage ♦ 


Satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  the  year  although 
uhe  position  regarding  labour  and  transport  was  extremely 
difficult*  At  one  period  during  Jan\iary,  1945  it  seemed  that 
refuse  collection  would  have  to  be  suspended  altogether,  the 
weather  conditions  were  deplorable  and  we  were  reduced  to  a 
driver  and  one  loader  to  empty  all  the  dust  bins  in 
Parnborough* 

. The  position  was  eased  in  February,  1945  by  the  delivery 
of  a new  Dennis  10  cubic  yard  side  loading  collect Icwi  vehicle# 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  ask  hoiiseholders  to  return  exnpty  bins, 

, The.  weekly  collection  of  salvage  has  been  maintained* 

In  this  service  the  labour  position  has  not  been  so  acute* 

This  Work  is  almost  wholly  carried  out  by  women  and  girls. 


Salvage, 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1946,  769 
tons  of  salvaged  materials  were  returned  to  indust]^,"  Ihis 
equals  3,2  cwts,  from  each  house  or  premises. 

In  October  the  Director- of  Salvage  and  Recovery  (L.A*) 
Ministry  of  Supply  (J*C*  Dawes,  Esq,,)  wrote  expressing  his 
appreciation  of  the  salvage  work  carried  out  in  Parnborough* 

A description  of  the  Parnborough  Salvage  Stewards  Organisation 
was  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply  during  the  year. 

The  Salvage  Stev^ds  Scheme  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily*  We  have  639  stewards  operating  in  the  district 
who  place  out  the  equipment  ,to  receive  the  salvage  from  t^ir

With  our  system  of 
colleotio-n  they  are  kept  clean  and  dry  and  this  enables  us  to 
sell  in  the  best  .markets , '..33  tons  were  re  turned  to  . 

industry,-  producing  a revenue,  of  £718^ 
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Bones , 

This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  items  of  salvage  to 
handle,  hut  our  hone  collections  have  regularly  exceeded  the 
quota  laid  down  hy  the  Ministry  of  Supply.  We  have' in  use 
3'45  communal  hone  receptacles  situated  at  or  near  the 
premises  of  the  Salvage  Stewards.  19  tons  v/ere  collected. 


Tins  and  Metals. 

118  tons  of  ferrous  scrap  was  sold,  chiefly  haled  tins. 

The  tin  haling  press,  although  very  old  and  requiring 
• good  deal  of  attention,  gave  good  service. 

In  February,  1945  we  received  notice  from  the  Ministry 
of  Supply  that  the  Direction  on  the  Council  to  collect  ferrous 
and  non-ferrous  metals hvould  cease  to  apply  as  from 
1st  April,  .1945o  We  have  however  continued  to  collect  -this  mterial 
as  v/e  have  experienced  no  difficulty  with  its  disposal. 

Kitchen  Waste. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  328  tons  of  waste  food 
collected  hy  the  Department  maintained  a herd  of  approximately 
that  number  of  pigs,  a very  valuable  contribution  .to  the 
greatly  reduced  pig  population  in  the  country. 

The  material  was  sold  in'  its  raw  state  until 
1st  December,  1944,  after  which  date  we  were  directed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Supply  to  deliver  to  the  Concentrator  Plant 
operated  hy  them  in  Aldershot.  Since  that  "date 

the  kitchen  v/aste,  instead  of  being  returned  to  the  hh 

Depot  and  sold  to  individual  consumers  or  used  at  the 
Piggeries  situate  at  the  Depot,  has  been  tshen  direct  to  the 
Concentrator.  The  piggeries  at  the  Yiforks,  where  a herd  of 
approximately  50  pigs  was  maintained,  was  therefore  closed. 

The  Communal  food  bins  gave  good, service  and  their 
durability  in  standing  up  to  the  hard  usage  inevitable  in 
storing  this  class  of  material.  Justified  the  extra  cost  of 
this  type  of  strong  bin. 

The  bins  are  emptied  tv/ice  a week  and  brou^t  to  the 
Depot  for  washing  as  frequently  as  possible.  In  suimner  when  ' 
cleanliness  of  the  bins  is  important  to  keep  the  food  fresh 
and  avoid  nuisances,  they  are  washed  every  tv/o  or  three  weeks 
and  more  frequently  if  required* 
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Much  trouble  is  experienced  by  persons,  tipping  the  bins 
and  their  contents  on  the  -roads  and  fbotp-aths.  and- removing  - lids  * 
This  not  only  causpa? -much  trouble--but  Is  a danger- to  traffic

Improvements  to  the  South  Parnhorough  Works  v;ere  put 
in  hand  during  the  year.  This  consisted  of  alterations  to 
the  humus  tanks,  provision  of  syphon  to  filters  and 
ir creasing  the  depth  of  the  filters. 

A joint  sewerage -scheme  with  ■ the  re  ighh curing 
Authorities  was  still  under rcbnsideration. 

4.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the-  South 
ward  discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a 
tributary  of  the  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal 
Works  in  the  West  Ward  discharges,  into  the  Gove  Brook, 
which  is  a tributary  of  the  River  Blackv/ater.  These 
streams  are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

The  River  Blackwater  and  the  Gove  Brook  were  dredged 
during  the  year  by  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

5.  Closet  Accommodation.' 

All  premises  where  sewers  are  available  within  the 
statutory  limit,  are  provided  with  fresh  water  closets. 

6.  IMfeUP  Conveniences.  - ’ - ' ' 

There  is  an  insufficiency  of  public  conveniences  in 
the  district  particularly  in  the  South  Ward.  , A scheme  for 
the  erection  in  the  South  Ward  of  Sanitary  Conveniences  for 
both  males  and  females  was  prepared  but  was  not  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  position  was  relieved  in  some 
measure  by  the  erection  in  Lynchford  Road  of  temporary 
sanitary  conveniences  for  males. 

7.  Disinfection. 

This  work. is  carried  out  by  the  Staff  of  the  Civil 
Ambulance  Service. 

The  steam  disinfector • gave' useful  service  during  the 
year.  Sixty-six  consignments  of  bedding  from  houses  or 
premises  in  which  cases  of  disease  or  iOness  had  occurred 
were  dealt  with.  In  addition,  routine  disinfection  or 
disinfestation  of  bedding  was  carried  out  for  the  Billeting 
and  A.R. P.  Departments 
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8.  Vermin  Infestation  Control, 

(a)  Rodent  Destraction. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  Rod.ent.  survey  in 
November j.  19'--3,  there  was  a delay  of  several  months  before 
exteminaticr.  vork  could  proceed.  This  was  brought  about 
by  the  resignation  of  Mr,  P.  G.  Patrick,  an  Assistant  in 
the  Department  engaged  on  this  work.  An  interval  of 
several  months  elapsed  befor^j  the  airorintniert  and.  training 
of  his  successor,  Mr.  A.  E.  Scott. 

Routine  ©xternination  work  was  commenced  in' March. 

The  methods  of  treatment  employed  being  those  recommended  by  ■ 
the  Infestation  Directorate  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 

Rodent  Destruction  in  the  district  had  previously  been 
carried., put,  without  charge,  but  in  order  to  qualify  for  a 
grant  from  the  Ministry .of  Pood  charges  were  introduced.  At 
first  this  did  not  give  rise  to  difficulty  but  where 
subsequent  infestations  occurred,  many  occupants  were 
reluctant  to  again  pay  for  the  work.  In  ray  report  to  the 
Health  Committee  in  acvcmber,  I expressed  concern  at  the 
few  complaints  of  infestation  that  were  being  received  and 
expressed  the  view  that  this  was  due  not  so  much  to  the 
extermination  work  carviel.  out,  extensive  as  it  may  have 
been,  but  to  the  intrc.duction  of  charges. 

There  are  no  m.ior  infestations  in  thti  ..di  strict,  -the 
type  of  infestation  taking  the  form  of  more  -.iV'ldespread  minor 
infiltrations.  The  sevaage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tip  are 
kept  under  consta.it  oL st.^n^ation  and  control.  The  extensive 
keeping  of  poultry,  of tori  in  improvised  buildings  not 
ratproofed,  is  undoubtedly  an  attraction.  The  keeping  of 
poultry  is  not  of  course  discouraged  by  the  Department 
because  of  this  but  by  mearis  of  advioe  to 

poultry  keepers  on  ■’•. 'i pr-v')oi’ ing  of  runs,  buildings  and  other 
precautions,  an  end  ..-.  our  is  made  to  reduce  vermin, 
infestation  to  a mimmu;i.

In  August  I submitted  a report  to  the  Committee  on  the 
treatment  of  the  Councils  Sewerage  Systems  but  the  work 
could  not  be  put  in  hand  owing  to,  the  shortage  of  labour. 

("b)  Other  Vermin. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  was  done,  in  the 
treatment  of  premises  for  vermin  including  bed  bugs, 
cockroaches,  crickets  etc. 

Bed  Bugs. 

Sixteen  premises  comprising  forty-four  rooms  ?/-ere 
disinfested.  The  Treatment  consists  of  spraying  with 
liquid  insecticide  (Zaldecide,  Pya-gra,  L.D.V,  ),  and,., 
removal  of  beddipg  to  the  disinfecting  station  for 
steam  treatment". 

The  b;eiongipgs  of  prospective  .tenants  of  Council 
Houses  are  .inspected  before  removal = into  a Council  House, 

Fleas. 

Fc',‘r  houses  were  treated  for  flea  infestation.  In  one  case 
-i-}  was  necessary  to  obtain.,et:>:>  temporary  removal  of  the  occupant.T» 
to  the  l^iblic  Assistance ^In'Siitution  in  order  that  thorough 
cleansin.5  and  dis inf e station  of  the  premises  and  effects 
could  be  carried  out. 

Cockroaches,  ^ 

infestations  by  these  pests  in  food  premises  is 
very,  widespread.  In. September  a letter  was  sent  to  • ’ 

proprietors  of  food  shops.  Hotels’  and  similar  establishments, 
pointing  out  the  facilities  that  were  available  in  the 
Department  for  controlling,  this  pest.  As  a result  twenty 
premises  were  put  under  regular  treatment  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  Treatment  consisted  of  the  application 
of  a powder  insecticide  prepared  in  the  Departrn.e:nt.  ._This 
work  involved  204  visits  ' and  inspections . ’ * 

Another  service  carried  out  by  the  vermin  control  staff 
v/as  the  destruction  of'' wasps  nests  in  dv/ed.linghouses  and  the 
control  of  infestation  by  ants.  This  latter  pest  is  very 
widespread  in  the.  district,  gaining  accees  to  larders  and 
food.  Twenty  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  bn  the  request  of 
householders.  '

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  three  sites  on  which  caravans  are  .stationed  in 
addition  to  a number  of  vans  on  single  sites  in  other  parts-, 
of  the  district.  At  the  sites  above  mentioned,  many  of  the 
vans  are  stationed  permanently  whilst  others  are  used  in 
connection  with  travelling  shows  and  haVe  temporary 
occupation.  Two  licences  were  granted  for  caravans  during 
the  year.

There  are  four  dairy  farms,  nine -dairies  and  seventeen 
retail  purveyors  in  this  district  and  constant  supervision  of 
these  premises  and  the  rail.^  supply  was  maintained, 

90  samples  of  milk  were  ob  tained,  of  which  30  or  339^  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  on  being  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 
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Thirty-Six  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  chiefly 
school  milk,  were  submitted  to  the  phosphatase  test,  and 
of  these  thirty-four  were  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples-  for ' 

Tubercle  Bacilli^ 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  one 
case  a positive  result  was  obtained. 
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Arrangements  were  made  immediately  with  the 
Marketing: ^oard  for  the  whole  of  the  milk  produced  at  this 
farm  to  be  sent  to  a pasteurising  plant  until  such  time  as  the 
milk  was  free  from  infection. 

Information  was  subsequently  received  that  one  cow  had 
been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938, 

(b)  Meet^  Inspection, 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  operating  in  the  Urban 
District  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  caters 
for  the  needs  of  this  district,  the  adjoining  Urban  District 
of  Fleet  and  the  Rural  District  of  Hartley  Wintney,  These  two 
authorities  make  a contribution  to  Farnborough  towards  the 
salary  of- a second  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  assist  in 
meat  Inspection  work.  We  have  not,  however,  had  a second 
Inspector  s jhce  October,  1941,  and  the  work  has  been' carried 
out  by  the  remaining  staff, 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo  62  (Foods) 
and  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  this  purpose, 

, 4,347  animals  were  slaughtered.  Their  inspection  res\ilted 
in  the  condemnation  of  14|-  tons  of  meat. 

The  nimiber  of  animals  slaughtered  is  in  excess  of  the 
capacity  of  the  Slaughterhouse  and  the  work  of  inspection  is 
made  more  difficult  by  the  lack  of  sufficient  hanging  room  for 
the  carcases,  the  absence  of  a proper  cooling  room  and  the 
poor  lifting,  both  natural  and  artificial,  of  the  premises. 

During  the  year  11  specimens  were  forwarded  to  the 
Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  University  of  Reading, 
for  their  observations  and  I should  like  to  express  my  very 
best  thanks  to  N,S,  Barron,  Esq,,  B,Sc,,  M.R.C.V.S,,  Ph,D,, 
Veterinary  Investigation  Officer,  and  his  assistant, 

R.II.  Arnold,  Esq.,  B,Sc,,  M.R.C.V.S,,  at  the  University  for 
their  work  in  connection  with  the  examination  of  these’ 
specimens  and  the  valuable  information  which  has  been  passed 
on  to  this  Department,”

With  your  present  staff  It  Is  not  possible  to  exercise  the 
required  amount  of  supervision. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  build  i^  material  is  a-icl  labour , it 
has  not  been  possible  to  c&rvy  out  an/  alvor-itions  or 

additions,  e,g. , provision  of  watercloset  accoi:;mo<2ation  and 
washing  facilities  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a standard 
required  by  legislation. 

In  one  case  it  was  found  that  a basement  room,  on  which 
a Closing  Order  under  Section  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1956  v/as 
operative,  had  been  converted  for  use  as  a bakehouse  and 
kitchen  in  connection  with  the  restaurant  above  the  room. 

The  use  of  this  room  as  a bakehouse  vras  stepped 
immediately  and  only  after  the  works  required  by  the  Council 
had  been  completed  was  the  room  allowed  to  be  used  as  a 
kitchen  to  serve  the  restaurant  above. 

The  works  carried  out  at  these  premises  consisted  of  the 
replacement  of  the  damp  and  defective  wood  arid  brick  floor 
with  a concrete  floor;  the  rendering  of  the  whole  of  the 
internal  walls;  the  provision  of  an  additional  window;  the 
provision  of  additional  means  of  ventilation. 

During  the  year  six  notices  were  served  on  occupiers 
of  restaurants  requiring  the  renewal  of  a broken  manhole 
cover  and  frame;  the  cleansing  and  redecoratiisg  of  walls, 
ceilings  and  woodwork  in  three  cases;  the  i*epair  to  internal 
wall  plaster  and  the  cleansing  of  the  rear  of  the  premises  and 
the  provision  of  dustbin  accommodation.  AjLI  the  notices 
have  been  complied  with. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  16  bakehouses  on  the  register  and  the 
following  work  was  carried  out  at  one  of  these  - Tiling  of 
the  whole  of  the  internal  walls  of  bakehouse;  Repairs  to 
ceiling  of  bakehouse;  Provision  of  new  mining  t2?oughs. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Officer  in  charge 
of  the  Civil  Ambulance  Service. 

Since  1927,  a uniffed  ambulance  service  has  operdted-v 
in  the  Parnborough  Urban  District  through  the  Public ^Health 
Department,  — 

Scope  of  Service. 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  Parnborough,  also  covers  . two 
adjacent  Urban  Districts  for  Infectious  cases,  and  one  .Urb"an 
District  for  general  ambulance  v;ork.  Cases  »are  also  dealt  with 
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in  adjacent  Urban  and  Rural  areas  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Assistant  Authority,  ■ A limited  number  of  patients  are  taken  to 
County  Council  Sanatoria  40  and  80  miles  away.  Mutual 
ass  is tanoe arrangements  operate  with  the  ambulance  services  of 
adjoining  authorities. 

Transport, 

The  service  operates  two  ambulances,  .These  ambulances  are 
giving  good  service  although  Ambulance  No,  1 is  now  12  years  old 
and  Ambulance.  No,  2 is  5 years  old. 

Staff . ’ 

Two  full  time  drivers  are  employed,  supplemented  by  a panel 
of  reserve  drivers  and  attendants  belonging  to  the 
organisation  of  St.  John,  One  trained  nurse  receives  payment 
for  infectious  disease  attendance  but  carries  out  other  work-in 
the  service  voluntarily.  The  full  time  officers 'are  trained  in 
first  aid  and  t^he  transport  of  the  siok  and  injured.  They  are 
also  mechanics,  and  maintain  and  ke'ep  in  repair  all  the  vehicles 
in  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  maintenance  of  plant  at  the 
Salvage  Vl/orks,  disinfection  and  disinfestation  work,  the 
maintenance  of  the  steam  disinfector  plant  and  other  duties  in 
the  Department , 

Communications , 

There  are  two  telephone  lines  to  the  Health  Department  with 
night  extensions  to  the  homes  of  the  drivers.  Reserve  drivers 
and  the  nurse  also  have  telephones  installed. 

During  the  past  year  the  ambulance  service  was  required  by 
approximately  2,3^  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District,
